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PLASTER OF PARIS 

ALL PLASTER OF PARIS IS MADE FROM GYPSUM ROCK 

Gypsum Rock is a Sulphate of Lime with which a 
certain amount of water is chemically combined as 
Water of Crystallization. Gypsum is distributed over 
a wide area in this country— mainly in Michigan, 
Iowa, Kansas, Texas, and to a lesser extent in New 
York. It is also found in a very pure form in the 
Provinces of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, Canada. 

Gypsum varies greatly in qualitv. That found 
in this country contains a great deal of foreign matter. 
New York State Gypsum contains from 40% to 50% 
of impurities — principally Carbonate of Lime (Lime- 
stone), Iron Oxide, etc. — which make the rock very 
dark and heavy in weight. Most of the Gypsum from 
Nova Scotia is very pure and white. 

For over a century Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick have furnished the Gypsum from which all the 
finest grades of Plaster of Paris have been made. No 
Gypsum in this country has been found to compare 
with it. 

But there is a great difference even in the Gypsum 
Rock from Canada. For instance, while some rock 
is white in color it is very heavy and compact in its 
nature, and consequently does not yield a light, fluffy 
Plaster of Paris. 
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METHOD OF MANUFACTURE 

The rock is crushed, ground, and then heated to 
drive off the Water of CrystalHzation. This heating 
process is called Calcining. When the rock is heated 
to a sufficiently high temperature it boils, as if it were 
liquid, and the Water of Crystallization is driven off, 
separating the rock into fine particles. 

Great care and a slow Calcining Process are required 
to obtain the best results. If all the water is evapor- 
ated the Plaster of Paris would have no hardening 
quality and would be ruined; on the other hand, if 
too little water is driven off the Plaster would set too 
quickly. The best results are obtained by driving off 
about 75% of the Water of Crystallization. 

After the finely ground rock has been calcined to 
this extent it is run off into cooling bins, from which 
it is conveyed to fine screens and thoroughly bolted. 
The finely ground material is the finished Plaster of 
Paris; the coarser particles are re-ground and again 
bolted to make the finished product. 

WHY PRODUCTS DIFFER 

It can readily be seen from this process that the 
quality and purity of the Plaster of Paris depend 
mainly on the quality and purity of the rock from 
which it is made, as the calcining does not drive off 
the foreign matter. Therefore, if the rock is impure 
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and contains any considerable amount of fpreign mat- 
ter the Plaster of Paris will also be impure. For this 
reason it is not possible to use Plaster of Paris made 
from domestic Gypsum for fine work, and it is not 
economical to use it on cheap work, as the covering 
capacity of a light Nova Scotia Plaster is sufficiently 
great to overcome the difference in cost.
